By  its  works  a  worldwide  reputation  has 
been  won  by  the  Siberian  Branch  of  the  Academy,  while  important  contributions  to 
scientific  thought  are  being  oade  by  the  Bashkir,  Kar<*- ian,  KoU,  »nd  other  branches. 
New  and  important  science  centers  are  being  founded  in  the  Urals  and  in  the  Far 
East. 


This  flowering  of  Soviet  science  and  culture  exemplifies  vividly  th*  triumph 
of  Lenin's  policy  with  respect  to  nationalities,  as  implemented'  by  the  Coswinist 
Party  and  the  Soviet  Government.  Only  under  th*  socialist  eyatma  have  once  cul¬ 
turally  and  economically  backward  peoples  been  given  all  the  means  necessary,  in 
a  brief  historical  span,  to  move  from  the  beaigheednees  of  ignorance  to  the  high¬ 
est  cultural  attainments.

At  the  present  time,  the  academia*  of  ec  lance  a  of  the  ucton  republics  rapra- 
sent  highly  d*w«3t>ped  samp lasraa  of  scientific  facilities.  They  ar«P  sc  a  rule, 
char«ct«rised  b/  m  effective  combination  of  ext  ace  lac  fuetoMtal  research  of  a 
theoretical  astute,  a®  the  one  hand,  with  the  pr actio  application  of  derivative 

results  to  the  specific  mad o  of  various  branches  of  the  national  economy,  on  the 
ther.  In  addition,  in  eech  of  theae  academies  there  nay  be  quite  particular 
scientific  pursuits,  m  determined  by  the  nature  of  the  productive  capabilities 
of  the  republic  ia  question  and  by  the  achoola  of  acience  which  have  taken  root 
there.  Recognised  throughout  the  world,  for  exanple,  are  the  achievements  of  tha 
Syurakan  A* trophy® lea I  Laboratory,  the  Paton  Electrowelding  Institute,  the  Institu¬ 
tes  of  Cybernetic'  in  Kiev  and  Taahkant,  tha  Inatituta  of  Mathematics  in  Minak, 
end  numerous  other  scisntific  organisations .  Renowned  aciance  facilities  for  physi¬ 
cist*  and  *sth«W4fcicisktw,  chemist*  and  biolofiata,  breakthroughs  in  the  development 
of  new  wquljHent,  materials,  and  technologies  -  all  thia  is  but  «  f  er-f  roes-complet* 
list  of  the  entire  tang®  of  successee  rasped  by  our  union  republic  acience  acedeaiee. 

Science  in  our  country  ie  evolving  cot  only  within  the  walla  of  academic  in¬ 
stitution*,  but  also  at  numerous  branch-sMooieted  scientific  research  institutes, 
in  the  prohlc«*0r tested  sod  industrially-related  laboratories  ■*:*  big  oar  institutaa 
of  lee  cuing,  at  experimental  stations  and  taat  bases,  and  directly  on  the  enter¬ 
prise  level  itself.  Significant  pr«gr*#a  has  been  made  in  the  development  of  the 
social  sciences;  In  recent  y«<*y»  definitive  works  h»ve  been  published  in  the  fields 
of  h’etory  md  pMlosoabv,  pfeilolpgy,  literary  critie.  v,  applied  aeemamlcs,  sad 
in  still  other  discipline*. 


Recently,  tne  observance  of  the  so-called  Lenin  Days  of  Science  in  the  Union 
Republics  ended  in  *'  icow  with  a  review  of  the  scientific  accomp?  hments  of  the 
Ukraine.  This  was  a  brflant  demonstration  of  ti.~  outstanding  achievements  of 
science  and  culture  and  of  the  enormous  economic  and  social  transforms clone  which 
the  peoples  of  our  country  have  von  during  the  year*  of  the  Soviet  administration. 

The  advances  ot  acieucc  in  the  union  republics,  the*,  ate  considerable  and  ir¬ 
refutable.  At  the  same  time,  the  conditions  of  the  contemporary  nevol  '.on  in 
science  and  engineering  confront  the  republic  science  academies,  as  well  aa  Sov¬ 
iet  science  aa  a  whole,  with  important  new  challenges.  What  la  involved  ia  the 
marriage  of  theoretical  research  with  active  participation  in  the  solution  of 
problems  in  the  building  of  a  Communist  society  ehich  are  of  interest  to  the  whole 
people,  and  in  the  stuuy  of  regional  issues  of  /ital  importance  to  each  economic 
region  -  all  of  which  can  ultimately  be  resolved  to  the  broader  practical  appli¬ 
cation  of  science  to  actual  production  practice.  Regrettably,  to  this  very  day 
much  research  never  gets  beyond  the  stage  of  scientific  experimentation.  What  ia 
required  is  that  valuable  innovative  thinking  be  embodied  in  concrete  form. 

There  should  be  a  stricter  approach  to  ha  planning  of  sclent  .ic  activities. 
There  aie  still  occasional  tendencies  in  certain  republic  academies  to  take  in 
practicall"  all  areas  of  scientific  inquiry,  which  can  only  result  in  a  indefen¬ 
sible  dissipation  of  personnel  and  funds.  The  principal  criteria  in  the  draft¬ 
ing  oi  research  schedules  should  be  the  availability  of  highly  trained  staff  per- 
aonne’  capable  of  directing  c  specific  line  of  work,  the  requirements  of  the  K.o- 
duvtive  facilities  of  the  republic,  and,  finallv,  concrete  economic  expedience. 

In  this  context  It  ia  particularly  important  that  close  liaison  be  saintained 
between  the  republic-level  academies  and  that  more  difficult  problems  be  attacked 
in  common.  Two  years  ago,  certain  step*  in  this  directi<*n  were  undertaken  by  the 


academies  of  sciences  of  Uzbeskistan,  Tadruikistan  Turkwen ■ sfcan,  and  Kirgizia, 
but  collaboration  between  these  academies  !-  '“veloping  slowly.  At  the  same 
time,  were  they  to  pool  the  is  efforts  n>  e  efflcx  ntly,  they  would  be  in  a  posi¬ 
tion  more  eff  ctively  to  attack  such  problems  as  tu»  exploitation  of  desert  areas, 
subsurface  water  utilization,  and  the  hamaaaing  of  solar  energy.  There  au  many 
scientific  problems  of  mutual  concern  to  Georgia,  Armenia,  and  Aserbaydxhan  which 
could  be  solved  by  the  joint  efforts  of  the  academies  of  these  republics.  The 
same  might  be  said  of  Latvia,  Lithuania,  and  Estonia,  Close  creative  communications , 
under  the  aegis  of  the  Council  for  the  Coordination  of  the  Scientific  Activity  of 
the  Union  Republic  Academies  of  Sciences,  established  under  the  Presidium  of  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  of  the  USSR,  will  unquestionably  promote  more  rapid  and  effec¬ 
tive  solutions  to  a  host  of  scientific  and  technical  pioolems. 

It  is  the  Job  of  the  party  committees  to  devote  more  attention  to  the  republic- 
level  academies  of  sciences  and  to  all  scientific  research  facilities  in  general. 

It  ”ss  underscored  at  the  DeceHv»r  Plenary  Session  of  the  Central  Committee  of 
the  CPSo  that  progress  in  science  and  technology  plays  an  enormous  role  in  the 
consolidation  of  the  socialist  economy.  The  intimate  merging  of  science  and  pro¬ 
duction  has  become  an  imperative  of  the  tinea.  Party  comb! ttee*  are  obliged  to 
direc*-  scientific  staffs  and  collectives  to  the  solution  of  truly  important  scien¬ 
tific  and  technical  problems  of  direct  relevance  to  the  nstio-al  economy,  and  to 
assist  them  in  the  actual  Implementation  of  their  creative  thinking.
